MILLS REPORTED BUSY. 


Stories as to Trade in Jobbing Circles Are Not All Satis- 
factory—Price Cutting in Philadelphia—Miami 
Valley Not So Active. 





Since last week’s issue of THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL 
about one-half the time the weather has been unfavorable 
for the jobbing business, rain having fallen again for a 
few days. This depressing influence has been felt in the 
New York trade. The improvement reported last week 
was therefore checked temporarily. This week the out- 
look is again bright, but as the trade has not been favored 
with sunshine for seven consecutive days this spring there 
is considerable misgiving in regard to the weather. Busi- 
ness in manilas is reported very fair this week. Large 
orders, however, are scarce, as buyers evidently have no 
fears that the market will stiffen for at least two months 
to come. By that time there may be some signs of a dry 
summer. At present all buyers seem to be aware of the 
fact that there is an abundance of water. From experi- 
ence they also know that a shortage means that they must 
pay higher prices. But being pretty well informed on 
conditions they are convinced that low water this sum- 
mer is the only thing that can seriously affect the pre- 
vailing market quotations. This being the case there is 
naturally no eagerness to stock up. The bulk of the busi- 
ness is therefore made up of comparatively small orders. 
In book and writings there is no change in the situation. 
A good report is made by the mill agents, while in the 
jobbing trade there is some grumbling, resulting in the 
general verdict that “things are rather quiet.” News is 
considered somewhat weaker, although it is difficult to 
locate a quotation for less than 24% cents less 3 per cent. 
delivered in New York. There are rumors, though, that 
this figure is being shaded. And it is also said that de- 
sirable orders are not going begging for the want of takers 
at something less than the 24 cents basis. The dealers 
in paper bags report that on account of the sharp com- 
petition of the Union and Continental there is no money 
in the business. In the board trade business is quiet, as 
the box makers are not as busy as they should be at this 
season. The quotations on boards remain about the same, 
although it is conceded that they have no great strength. 
Straw board is now quoted in this market at $20. 





May Business Satisfactory at Holyoke.

Considering 
the season oi the year, business is fairly good, although 
the movement of paper is in response to immediate de- 
mands, there seemmgly being no speculative buying, since 
the fear of higher prices is not entertained. Concerning 
prices, there is a diversity of opinion, manufacturers claim- 
ing that prices are firm, while buyers say that the market 
is weak. News paper is said to be firm in some quarters, 
and manilas likewise, and yet some dealers say that quo- 
tations are being shaded so that a buyer is at liberty to 
avail himself of the doubtful condition of the market and 
profit thereby if he can. In box makers’ supplies there has 
been a good trade during the past week, that is for 
boards; so reports one of the leading city dealers in that 
line.

Business during the week has been good so far as vol- 
ume of trade is congerried. Jobbers say, however, that 
margins are rather too small for them to make much 
money, except upon an extraordinary volume of trade. 
Said one jobber: “Business conditions are just normal. 


The trade is now doing a good volume of business on a 
declining market, which, I take it, may fairly be said to 
be a natural condition, except when a boom is on. The 
tendency toward a decline in prices comes from the fact 
that there is a large production and the demand fails to 
keep pace with it. This condition is one that will tend 
to right itself, either by the lessening of the amount of 
goods produced or by the increase in consumption later 
on. A shutdown of the mills for a time might have a 
beneficial effect on the market so far as prices are con- 
cerned, but I doubt if, in the long run, such a move would 
be profitable. All the mills are running now, and while 
there do not seem to be many that have orders ahead for 
any length of time, they are all kept quite busy filling the 
orders that come in from day to day and week to week.” 
The news market is. about the same as it was last week, 
with a break of perhaps 5 cents per hundred pounds on 
the cheaper grade. Manila and fibre papers are in good 
demand, but with no material change in price. Writing 
papers are strong, and the jobbers state that the prices on 
this commodity are held firm. Concerning the other 
grades of paper there is little to be said, nor have the con- 
ditions in the strawboard market changed. M. 


Cutting Prices in Philadelphia. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


PHILADELPHIA, May 14, 1901.—With a suddenness that 
was not expected and without apparent cause a condition 
oi price slashing has set in which has affected nearly all 
grades of paper except the finest qualities of book. At 
the low rates ruling before the present price cutting there 
was little profit for jobbers; now there is yet less, while 
the margin for the mills is reduced to an ¢xtremely nar- 
row one, 

In the opinion of a number of trade representatives the 
demoralized condition existing was brought about pri- 
marily by the entrance into the local field of a number 
of New York houses. So unstable was business when 
they appeared upon the scene with lower quotations than 
local establishments were making that immediately con- 
sequent upon their efforts to secure business the jobbers 
sacrificed profits sooner than lose sales. For the first few 
days of the price war the leaders in the cutting secured 
more business. Now business has adjusted itseli to the 
new conditions and the only person especially benefited 
by the reduction is the consumer. Prices being down 
they are likely to remain so, despite the fact that those 
who cut are now apologetic and are convinced that it was 
a mistake to change from the old rates. ‘We did not lead 
in the slashing,” said one large local house, “we merely 
followed. We cannot see where we derived any lasting 
benefit from reducing prices, because, with the mills seek- 
ing orders and backing the jobbers, practically all the 
jobbers were able to secure quotations so much reduced 
that all were on the same basis. If there had been a trade 
organization we might have talked conditions over and 
determined not to cut. But others cut; we did not want 
to take the chance of losing customers and we cut too. 
We all made a mistake, but fortunately we are all in the 
same boat.” 

Good quality machine finished was quoted the latter 
part of last week as low as 3 to 3%c. in 2 and 3 ton 
lots. The price of manilas and commons is fixed by the 
consumer rather than by the jobber. The taking of an 
order is given more attention than the making of a profit.

Less Activity in the Miami Valley. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


Dayton, Ohio, May 13, 1901.—It cannot be said that 
trade has improved vastly the past several days. In fact, at 
times there has been a backward tendency. Some assert 
that strike troubles in other lines have a sympathetic effect, 
but this seems to be more of a question of the future than 
of the present. Locally, and throughout the valley, paper 
manufacturers and their employees have dwelt in peace 
and the wages paid appear to be satisfactory. While unions 
have been formed there has been no serious difficulty. 
Unless the mill men should be forced out by a general 
order to assist machinists who are threatening to strike, no 
danger is apprehended. The machine industry is greatly 
endangered, however. 

Nearly all lines have remained steady. In book a de- 
cline was noted some time ago, but the recovery has been 
slow and certain. It is not as encouraging as it mfght be 
in book and writing circles, yet manufacturers are fond of 
saying that ‘‘all is well.” However, they do not hesitate 
at times to express their opinions freely. Business at this 
season should be rushing, and that it is somewhat stag- 
nant in some sections is cause for alarm. News and ma- 
nilas are active and will remain so for quite a time, the 
latter, however, showing a notable decline for a brief 
period. “I believe the situation will be brighter in a few 
days,” remarked a well-known manufacturer. “We have 
had this experience before and have always averaged well.” 
“Our orders have been satisfactory,” said another, “but 


prices are admittedly infirm, and until something is done 
to remedy them the market will not meet expectations.” 

The panic on Wall Street and in other financial centres 
had its effect on legitimate trading, but was less noticeable 
here than it was in many other parts of the country.

Fox River Mills Busy. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 


APPLETON, Wis., May 13, 1901.—Business conditions 
have undergone no particular alteration during the past 
week. Inquiry at the mills shows that orders are still be- 
ing well sustained. No great increase is to be noted, 
neither is there any diminution. All the mills are running 
at full capacity. Some of them are congratulating them, 
selves that they are catching up a little with orders that 
have been on their books for an unreasonably long time 
For many weeks past there has been no need of soliciting 
business. The manufacturers have been staying at home 
and doing their best to keep things moving and mail or- 
ders cleaned up as well as possible. 

A Chicago paper dealer who visited the valley last week 
said that he was now buying book paper cheaper than he 
had ever bought it in previous years, when the price of 
paper averaged lower than at present. This is partly ex- 
plained by the fact that the book that is being made to- 
day is of a better grade than in the old years. The price 
per pound is certainly no lower now than it was four years 
and more ago, but now paper that is free from ground 
wood is being furnished at a price nearly as low as was pre- 
viously asked for a paper containing as much ground wood 
as it would carry. The price of book, however, as the trade 
knows, has suffered on account of special conditions that 
do not apply to other grades. While prices in general 
are felt to be too low, it is felt that whatever change may 
come will be in the line of improvement. Fox RIver. 


THE BRITISH PAPER MARKET. 


Small Business—The Question of Foreign Paper in the 
English Market—Watermarking Sheets and 
Rolis—Pulp Markets. 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lonpon, May 3, 1901.—The paper market is very quiet, 
and, as one manufacturer says, “You cannot give paper 
away.” 

The question of how to deal with the influx of foreign 
paper into this market is yet puzzling members of the 
trade. The watermarking of foreign paper imported into 
Great Britain has frequently been advocated by the Na- 
tional Union of Paper Mill Workers of Great Britain and 
Ireland, and some discussion followed the reading, at the 
recent meeting of the Paper Makers’ Association, of the 
following resolution communicated by William Ross, the 
secretary of the organization mentioned: ‘That this meet- 
ing of the Amalgamated Society of Paper Makers and 
National Union of Paper Mill Workers combined views 
with alarm the present state of the paper trade, and re- 
solves: ‘That in the opinion of this conference it would 
considerably benefit the trade if the Government could be 
induced to extend the Merchandise Marks act so as to 
include paper, and that newspaper printers be obliged to 
print in bold type on the top of the front page: ‘This 
paper made in (here state the country)”; and that all other 
classes of paper made in a foreign country that it is prac- 
ticable to put a watermark in shall have one in every sheet 
showing where it was made, and in the case of reels, every 
certain distance. Other classes of paper to have every 
sheet stamped or printed on in what country it was made, 
instead of being marked only on the outside of the bale or 
reels, as at present. This not to apply to paper made in 
any part of our colonies or dependencies.’ The same to 
be sent to the Employers’ Association for their opinion, 
and result to be reported to a future meeting.” The Paper 
Makers’ Association wil!l give the matter further consider- 
ation, 

The official figures as to imports and exports of paper 
show that the former have increased greatly, while the lat- 
ter have grown very slightly. For instance, in 1896 we 
imported paper to the value of £3,138,438; in 1900 the ac- 
count rose to £4,411,557. In 1896 we exported paper to 
the value of £1,457,930; in 1900 we exported paper to the 
value of £1,649,188, a very trifling increase. 

The pulp market is almost without business. Sulphite 
holds its value very well, bleached being quoted at £12, 
and unbleached at £9 tor£9 15s. The market for mechani- 
cal is very quiet,-and stocks are ample. Moist pine is 
quoted at £2 12s. 6d. BRITON.

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MACHINISTS READY TO STRIKE. 


Next Monday Is the Day on Which Action Will Be Taken 
—Watertown Employers Decline to Grant the 
Nine Hour Rule Asked.

Watertown, N. Y., May 13, 1901.—It is but natural that 
a feeling of uneasiness should prevail in the city from 
now until the 20th of the month, when a strike of all the 
machinists in the city will occur unless the employers meet 
the demands of the men.

It is also claimed that the water is 
unfit for use by stock from the refuse that is allowed to 
run in the waters by the mills, and that it is impossible to 
live near the waters, as the odor is terrible and unhealth 
ful. The cases filed were by Mary G. Davis, who asks for 
$5,000 damages, and Martha E. and Wm. Parkison, who 
estimate their loss to property at $2,000.

Lively Minority Report of a Standard Rope and Twine 
Company Committee—Deals with the Reorganiza- 
tion Committee of the First Named. 


The minority report of the stockholders’ committee of 
the Standard Rope and Twine Company, rejected at a 
meeting of the stockholders on Tuesday, because, as ex- 
plained, it was “too severe,” contains charges of misman- 
agement, and seeks to compel the reorganization commit- 
tee of the United States Cordage Company to report its 
accounts and transactions. 

It developed that recent meetings of the company have 
been anything but harmonious. The opposing stockholders 
claim they were unable to carry their point because of 
“dummy” voting, and recommend that actual owners of 
stock be urged to cause their holdings to be transferred to 
them on the books, so as to secure them notices of corpo- 
rate meetings and acts, and to bring about representative 
voting at elections.

The committee is composed of Joseph N. Goldbacher, 
Maurice M. Sternberger, Hon. S. Gustine Thompson, 
John H. Jaquelin and James W. Cunningham. The reor-

The minority report says that a reorganization com- 
mittee took over the real estate, merchandise, machinery 
and accounts of the United States Cordage Company, and 
laid out a plan for its reorganization under which heavy 
assessments were laid against the holders of the securities 
of the United States Cordage Company. 
ments amounted to $3,000,000 in cash, and were paid to 
The security holders, in 


These assess- 


the reorganization committee. 
addition, had to surrender a large part of their holdings, 
so that when the Standard Rope and Twine Company was 
formed its total capitalization was and is but $22,500,000, 
of which $3,000,000 are first mortgage 6 per cent. bonds; 
$7,500,000 second mortgage 5 per cent. income bonds, and 
$12,500,000 common stock. 

Among the assets that came to the reorganization com- 
mittee were twenty-one mills, equipped with machinery and 


facilities for the manufacture and marketing of cordage, 
twine, &c. Of these properties five were conveyed by the 
reorganization committee to the Standard Rope and 
Twine Company. Of the remaining sixteen, ten were 
sold to the reorganization committee. * * * 

“Your committee urges most strongly,’ says the report, 
“that if the organization committee does not feel it its 
duty to report and end its trust, that steps should be taken 
to, if possible, compel such course. * * * There were 
left in the hands of the reorganization committee six 
plants, which were neither expressly included in the two 
mortgages of the Standard Rope and Twine Company nor 
sold by the organization*¢ommiftee. 

“These properties, instead of being conveyed to the 
Standard Rope and Twine Company, were conveyed to 
the Cannabis Manufacturing Company, a corporation cap- 
italized at $200,000, all of whose stock is owned by the 
Standard Rope and Twine Company. In short, the Can- 
nabis Company is merely a figurehead of the Standard 
Rope and Twine Company. It does no business, and has 
no reason for existence except to take title to the proper- 
ties conveyed to it as above stated by the reorganization 
committee. * * * It appears to us that the formation 
of the Cannabis Manufacturing Company was simply to 
acquire title to valuable property from the reorganization 
committee, and to divert them from the security of the 
bondholders, savors of sharp practice, which cannot meet 
your approval or that of the financial community. 

“Inasmuch as the reorganization committee received 
$3,000,000 in cash assessed on the security holders of the 
United States Cordage Company, as it must have became 
possessed of additional large sums of cash in bank and in 
hand when the company failed; as it assuredly realized 
further large amounts * * * and as it also received 
the proceeds of the sale of the eleven mills, it might be of 
interest, in view of the comparatively small amount of 
cash ($371,001.08) turned over to the company, to know 
how these vast amounts were disposed of. 

“The only light your committee has on the subject is 
the statement in the application for listing that this money 
was in part applied ‘to the extinguishment of “certain 
underlying liens on the property of the United States

Q.—In order to get it the people that took it had to 
pay a good many dollars by way of assessment, did they 
not? 

A.—They were not bound to.

The minority stockholders do not approve of the mak- 
ing of the contract with the Union Selling Company. 

“One company,” the report adds, “is at once stripped 
by this contract of all negotiable collateral which might 
be used for banking facilities and privileges. It has but 
the one creditor (the Union Selling Company), but that 
creditor has us by the throat.

ALWAYS IN STOCK. 
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THAT CANADIAN INVESTIGATION. 


The Canadian Press Association Not Altogether Satisfied— 
The Hearings to Begin on May 28—Government 
Not to Be Represented by Counsel. 





[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Otrawa, May 13, 1901—Some members of the Cana- 
dian Press Association visited Ottawa to-day and saw 
Mr. Fielding on matters connected with representa- 
tions made on a former occasion as to the combine of the 
paper manufacturers, and the action that the Government 
might see fit to take thereupon. When the delegation rep- 
resenting the Press Association some time ago interviewed 
the Government on this question the Minister of Finance 
seemed inclined to think, and did, in fact, express the 
opinion that there was apparently a wrong to be righted, 
and he wished the members to bring forward concrete evi- 
dence which might be used before a court. It was repre- 
sented that such action on the part of any member or 
members of the association would produce probable retali- 
ation on the part of the manufacturers upon them person- 
ally, whereas they were merely acting as representatives of 
the association. 

Mr. Fielding thought the inquiry would necessarily be 
a judicial one, and he provided simply the court, appoint- 
ing Judge Taschereau to the court, and thus making the 
Press Association the plaintiffs in the case. This is not 
considered fair treatment, and the matter will be laid before 
the executive in Toronto. It is felt that as the Gevern- 
ment’s attention has been drawn to the law whereby the 
combine may be counteracted, the law ought to be set in 
motion. 

Justice Taschereau, who has been appointed by the Vo 
minion Government to hold the investigation, is now send- 
ing notices to the interested parties advising them that he 
will commence to sit on the 28th of May. His Honor has 
secured a room on the top floor of the Court House, near 
the library, in Montreal, where the sessions will take place 
The Canadian Press Association is the plaintiff, and will 
be represented by attorney. The Government will not 
engage counsel in the case unless it deems it advisable in 
the course of the investigation. DoMINION. 





Experimenting with Palmetto, 
C. W. Ward, secretary of the new United Land Com- 
pany, is shipping a carload of saw palmetto fans and fibre 


from St. Cloud to New York, says the Kissimmee Valley 
(Fla.) Gazette. The shipment is consigned to a paper mill, 
and will be tested at the expense of the company. From 
a preliminary investigation the company is encouraged to 
believe that the saw palmetto will furnish material for a 
good quality of paper, and that it can be cheaply manu- 
factured on the ground, Should the experiment prove 
successful it is the intention of the company to put up a 
paper plant at St. Cloud and go into the business on a 
large scale. The outcome of the test will be watched with 
intense interest throughout the State. The supply of pal- 
metto in South Florida is unlimited and its utilization for 
paper will open up an immense field of industry. It will 
also add a new value to the piney woods and prairies of 
the peninsula. 


Rebates for Stamps on Export Bills of Lading. 
[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Wasuincton, D. C., May 13, 1901.—The United States 
Supreme Court having declared the tax of Io cents on ex- 
port bills of lading unconstitutional, the Internal Revenue 
Bureau is preparing to refund the amounts paid for 
stamps affixed to such documents. Commissioner Yerkes 
states that claims for the refunding of said tax will be con- 
sidered, provided they are presented within two years 
after the purchase of stamps from the Government and 
are for stamps used to the face value of $2 or more. All 
the stamps on account of which a refund is asked must 
accompany the claim, or satisfactory evidence must be 
furnished showing why they cannot be returned to the 
Internal Revenue Bureau. Evidence must also be fur- 
nished showing who paid for the stamps, whether the 
full face value was paid, and whether the purchasers were 
reimbursed by any person or persons. A. B.S.

NEW YORK BOARD MARKET. 


Another Cut in Prices When the Real Decline Began—The 
Course of Events—What Salesmen Experience 
Nowadays.

The New York board market, as all dealers know, has 
been in an unsatisfactory condition for the past month or 
The cause for this unhappy turn of affairs at a 
time when the outlook, through 
bright is extremely disappointing to all the men identified 
with the board branch of the paper industry. The begin 
ning of the decline is now generally fixed as the time when 
the National News Board Company reduced its price list 
$5 without consulting the organization in the straw board 
and pulp board lines. From that time a succession of 
events have conspired to depress the market: 

The most recent adverse development in the board trade 
is the reduction of $1.50 in the list price of straw board 
The quotation now heard in this market is $26. The list is 
$27.50 for New York sales. This “cut” is blamed on the 
Manufacturers Straw Board Company, of Chicago. At 
any rate, the $26 figure has now been followed by the 
American, as, under the circumstances, that company could 
not very well do otherwise than follow the lead of the 
other manufacturers.

quotations. Buyers are in consequence holding back, as 


they are hoping for further concessions. The sales of the

After a time each salesman is naturally pretty well con- 
vinced that all the other sales agents and manufacturers are 
cutting prices. In his perplexity as to the real selling 
prices on boards the mill man writes no end of letters to his 
employer, with the result that he finds himself between two 
fires, and knows no more after a lengthy correspondence 
than he did before. But one fact has been pretty thorough 
ly rubbed into most board salesmen in the past few weeks, 
and that is that in a great many cases low quotations have 
been left with prospective buyers by the representatives of 
reputable mills without resultant orders. The question 
therefore presents itself, If the low quotation did not bring 
the business, how much under the figure did the other fel 
low go to get the order? The unavoidable inference is that 
the buyer placed his order with the mill quoting him the 
best price. 

In view of the action of the National News Board Com 
pany in dropping its price, the enforced sympathetic “cut’’ 
of the American, the dissolution of the National Pulp 
Board Company, the additional drop of $1.50 by the man 
ufacturers, together with a few other little incidents that 
might be mentioned—the outlook for a valuable trade or 
ganization in the board business is extremely bad. This is 
to be regretted. Still the fact remains. The only organ- 
ization left is the National News Board Company. That 
owes its life largely to its ownership of the McEwen patent 
To be sure the Paper Box Board Manufacturers’ Associa- 
tion is yet in existence. But recent events have nullified 
its usefulness. The wood board manufacturers practically 
confessed that they had become tired of trying to live up 
to list prices, and they are not apt to change their minds in 
a hurry. As is well known the National News Board Com 
pany cannot succeed in its special line without a long cam 
paign of patent suits upon which it has now entered. And 
last, but by no means least, the announcement is made, un- 
officially, yet it bears all the earmarks of being true, that 
the American Straw Board Company will never again bind 
itself to any kind of a so-called gentlemen’s agreement in 
regard to prices. So as a conclusion the leading board

This week there will be sent to each member of the 
American Paper and Pulp Association a notice that it is 
proposed to hold a meeting of the organization at Niagara 
Falls in August, the notice being accompanied by a re- 
quest that the recipient indicate his opinion of the plan 
suggested and also whether he will attend such a meeting 
if it is held. 

The idea is to get the members of the trade together 
in an informal way at a summer gathering at Niagara 
Falls, from which point the members will be within easy 
reach of the Pan-American Exposition at Buffalo, N. Y. 
It is conceded that the Exposition is well worth seeing 
and that the members of the trade generally will be pretty 
certain to pay a visit to it. Taking advantage of this fact, 
President Hastings seeks to have the members come to- 
gether at a given time as an association, and his plan 
has been very generally heartily commended. That he 
and his officers will prepare an interesting programme 
goes almost without saying, and the meeting, if held, will 
undoubtedly be thoroughly enjoyable. 

It remains for the members to say whether the meeting 
will take place, and the responses, whether in the affirma- 
tive or the negative, should be prompt so that all neces- 
sary arrangements can be properly made. 


Will the Machinists Strike ?

Such a con- 
test will work harm to both the contestants, while a host 
of others will be indirectly damaged. The disturbance of 
general conditions would of course affect, adversely, paper 
manufacturers, but in this case it means much more than 
merely this. The machinists employed in the shops that 
are engaged in building and repairing paper mill ma- 
chinery constitute a very important part of the trade, and 
should they do as is threatened, they would delay the 
installation of new machinery and the repairing of old, and 
this at a time when the greatest activity prevails in those 
lines. There is a large amount of new work now in hand,

Merchandise Marks and Foreign Paper. 


The British paper trade continues to be agitated over 
“foreign paper,” and various suggestions have been made 
as to how its importation into Great Britain can be de- 
creased. One of the suggestions is that ‘the field of the 
Merchandise Marks Act be extended and that wherever it 
is possible foreign paper be watermarked “Made in ——,” 
using in the blank the name of the country wherein the 
paper is made. When the paper cannot be watermafked 
it is to be labeled. This suggestion was embodied in a 
resolution adopted by two organizations of mill workers, 
and was by them forwarded to the British Paper Makers’ 
Association, being received at the recent annual meeting 
of that body.

It is rather a late day for the British: paper maker to 
seek protection for his trade by means of a watermark 


or label on his competitors’ goods, and there is scarcely 
any doubt that the remedy would be ineffective, while 
there is a bare possibility that in some instances, at least, 
it might be an aid to the increased use of foreign paper. 
The British consumer of paper, as well as of other com- 
modities, has long prided himself on his willingness to 
purchase equal quality at least money, and in the case of 
United States paper he has been living up to that proposi- 
tion. No false sentiment of patriotism, forced by the fear 
of a watermark or label, will drive him at this time to do 
otherwise. The British paper makers will have to adopt 
a more effective method of preserving ior themselves their 
home market. 

The Canadian newspaper publishers are not quite as 
elated as they were over the success of their campaign 
against the Canadian paper manufacturers. They seem 
to have had an idea that all they had to do was to make 
complaint and that then the Government would do the 
rest. The Government heard the complaint, and ap- 
pointed a judge to hear the case, the publishers being 
called upon to produce evidence to substantiate their 
allegations. This puts the publishers in the position of 
plaintiffs, and it has now dawned on them that they are 
not now preparing for themselves a bed made wholly of 
roses. Fears are expressed in some quarters that the 
paper makers may take advantage of the opportunity to 
single out some publishers for punishment. 


At a meeting of the Central Labor Union in Holyoke 
on Sunday the firemen reported that they had made prog- 
ress in inducing manufacturers to grant them eight hour 
shifts, it being definitely stated that the Whiting Paper 
Company had agreed to place the men on an eight hour 
schedule as soon as the necessary arrangements could be 
made, while the belief was expressed that the American 
Writing Paper Company would follow this example. The 
men, of course, are greatly pleased at the prospects, and 
they hope that it will only be a short time before the ma- 
chine and other departments of the paper mills will be 
run on eight hour schedules. 


The rumors as to a new organization in the cotton duck 
line are at last confirmed by official announcement, and 
the business of the present combination and of some out- 
side mills is to be taken over by the United States Cotton 
Duck Corporation, having a capital stock of $50,000,000. If 
the example set in the wall paper business is followed 
there will soon be a number of new competitors in the 
field, and then it will be necessary to have another new 
combination to care for them. 


The farmers in Delaware County, Ind., it is reported, 
have consolidated their efforts in a campaign against the 
paper mills of that section. They are circulating a peti- 
tion asking that the paper makers be compelled to cease 
polluting the streams, while each day brings a new dam- 
age suit against some mill. To say the least the relations 
between the paper makers and their neighbors are 
strained. 

The output of nearly all grades of paper has been in- 
creased largely in the last few years, but it is only re- 
cently that there have been any additions to the blotting 
line. Last year a new mill was put on that product and 
now a Southern company has been organized and is 
equipping a mill to manufacture various grades of ab- 
sorbent papers. 


While the exports of paper at the port of New York 
this week aggregated $68,835, a moderate amount, the 
greater portion of this was divided among three buyers. 
For instance, Australia took $29,444; London, $11,431, 
and Cuba, $10,030. The largest buyers after these were 
British West Indies, $3,013; Liverpool, $2,484, and British 
Africa, $1,337. 

Some of the stockholders in the cordage and twine con- 
solidation are not happy, if one is to judge by the minor- 
ity report of a committee of the Standard Rope and Twine 
Company as to United States Cordage Company matters. 
The meeting at which the report was presented and dis- 
cussed was certainly of a very entertaining character. 








The union machine tenders will have their third an- 
nual convention at Glens Falls, N. Y., on Saturday and 
Sunday next. The order has grown very rapidly, espe- 
cially of late, and there are now some thirty-five subordi- 
nate unions in active working order, while others. will 
probably be organized in the near future.

Dandy Roll for Paper Making Machine—Paper for Sympa- 
thetic Ink—Pressure Water Filter--Process of 
Electrolytic Decomposition. 


Charles Johnson and Smith Garnett, of Manchester, 
England, have been granted United States patent No. 
673,523, for a dandy roll for paper making machines. The 
device is herewith illustrated. 

Fig. 1 is a part section and a part side view of the 
improved dandy roll. Figs. 2 and 3 are perspective detail 
views of the rings and ferrules, respectively, used in the 
roll.

According to this invention, for the purpose of securing 
the rings a to the transverse tube or shaft } without 


soldering or brazing the said rings thereto, there are 
employed ferrules as distance pieces and supports to the 
rings on which the wire cloth W is mounted. The fer- 
rules c with a lug or lugs d are formed to slide into cor- 
responding grooves or keyways e in the bearings of the 
rings a when placed on the shaft b. 

In building a dandy roll in accordance with this inven 
tion there is fitted in the end of the tube b a plug g, that 
is formed with a bearing pin or journal g’, and a ferrule 
j is placed on the outside of the end portion of the tube, 
said ferrule and plug being secured thereto by studs or 
screws k. Onto the shaft is slipped the end ring a’, 
which is flanged and of the ordinary form, the central 
flanged portion of a’ abutting against the edge of the 
aforesaid fixed ferrule 7. ,A ferrule, as c, is then put on 
and a ring a, the lug d on the ferrule entering the groove 
or keyway e in the ring. A ferrule and a ring are then 
put on the shaft alternately until the length of the roll 
that is required is obtained, when it is completed with 
a flanged ring a’, a fixed ferrule j, and a plug g, as at the 
commencement. In order to obtain increased grip on the 
shaft, it is obvious that these ferrules may be split longi- 
tudinally, if desired. By these means, as the rings do 
not require to be soldered or brazed, said rings, and also 
the ferrules, the shaft, and other parts of the roll, 
may be made of aluminum. A dandy roll can thus be 
produced that is lighter than a roll of the ordinary con- 
struction, and a manufacturer may, if he prefers, use a 
roll of larger diameter on fast running machines, and 
thereby diminish the liability of frothing. If an inter- 
mediate ring should require to be renewed or the space 
between the rings to be altered, the said rings and fer- 
rules may be readily slipped off the shaft and replaced or 
changed .

Eastern Log Drives. 


WoopsvitLe, N. H., May 13, 1901—The 7,000,000 feet 
log drive of the International Paper Compaity has gone 
out of the Ammonoosuc, and is well on its way down the 
Connecticut toward its destination at Wilder and Bellows 
Falls. The Connecticut River drive, owned by the Van 
Dykes, of from 50,000,000 to 60,000,000 feet, cut in the 
Connecticut lake region, is due here in a few days. It has 
been customary in previous years to detain about 15,000,000 
feet of this drive at the Van Dyke Mills, at McIndoes, Vt.. 
some 8 miles above here, but it is now announced that the 
mills will be permitted to remain idle the coming season, 
and the entire drive sent down the river to the mills at 
Holyoke and Mt. Tom, Mass. Indeed, it is thought by many 
that the McIndoes Mills will not be used longer for saw 
mill purposes, as it is claimed that the additional value of 
the slabs and saw dust at the Massachusetts mills meets 
the expense of driving the logs, while there is a saving of 
$3 to $4 per 1,000 feet on the manufactured lumber. Should 
the McIndoes Mills be abandoned it would be a serious 
blow to the villages of McIndoes and Monroe.

The secretary read the annual report, the more im- 
portant paragraphs of which are as follows: | 

“In presenting their report for the year ending Decem- 
ber 31, 1900, the council desire to call the attention of 
paper makers to the great advance made by their indus- 
try during the past century, and to the fact that paper 
making in Great Britain now occupies a more important 
position among the industries of the country than it ever 
did in the past. In the year 1800, shortly before the in- 
troduction of the paper machine, the total manufacture of 
paper in Great Britain did not exceed 8,000 tons, while 
in the year 1900 jt was about 800,000 tons. During the 
same period the consumption of paper has increased to a 
still greater extent, and it is a matter of great regret that 
of the paper now used in the country nearly 200,000 tons, 
exclusive of straw boards, is drawn from foreign sources. 
Turning to the immediate concerns of the association, 
the council are gratified at the progress that continues to 
be made. 

“‘Membership.—Six new names have been added to the 
register of members during the year under review, mak- 
ing the total number 133. The register now comprises 
360 machines out of a total of about 418 in England, Ire- 
land and Wales, with practically all the vats. This shows 
that the association fully retains the confidence of the 
trade. The council consider they have a right to call upon 
those makers who are not already members to join the 
association, and further strengthen their hands by finan- 
cial as well as moral support. 

“Finance—The subscriptions again show an increase 
over all preceding years, and £50 has been added to the 
deposit account, which stands at £450, as against £400 in 
1899 and £300 at December 31, 1898. The subscriptions 
have been placed on fixed deposit as received, and the 
interest earned amounted to £13 17s. 2d. The expenditure 
shows a considerable increase, and has prevented full ad- 
vantage being taken of the increase in subscriptions. The 
bulk of this increase is abnormal and is due to the ex- 
penses incurred in organizing (at the request of many 
paper makers) the trade and sectional meetings held dur- 
ing the year in London and Manchester. These meetings 
entailed a great deal of clerical work, and necessarily 
added to the expenditure for printing, stationery, postage 
and hire of rooms. The cost of these meetings was 
about £100. The council, after careful consideration, de- 
cided that this expense was a proper charge upon the 
general funds at their disposal. 

“Annual Meeting and Dinner.—The annual general 
meeting of the association, held in London on May 3, 
was very largely attended, and at the annual dinner, at 
which Sir John Evans presided, 120 were present, as cagh- 
pared with eighty-two in 1899. . 

“Insurance.—An arrangement was made with the Law 
Accident Insurance Society, Limited, to insure paper mak- 
ers’ risks under the Workmen’s Compensation Act at a 
more favorable rate than was obtained last year. Many 
makers availed themselves of the rate offered, while others 
renewed their policies with the Equitable Fire and Acci- 
dent Office. The rates are subject to revision at the ter- 
mination of twelve months. The competition among the 
insurance offices is very keen, and the council take con- 
siderable trouble to get a low rate from-a substantial com- 
pany. 

“Technical Education.—The first examinations in the 
technology of paper making since the offer of prizes by 
the Council were held in May, and it is gratifying to 
record that fourteen candidates obtained passes, two of 
them in honors. Eight received their instruction at the 
Manchester Technical School, where one candidate passed 
From the class held at Buckland 
Mills, Dover, one passed in the honor grade, and three 
were successful in the ordinary grade. Two other candi- 
dates who received no special instruction were also suc- 


in the honor grade. 


cessful in the ordinary grade. Without exception they 
were all employed in paper mills, and the prizes prom- 
ised by the association were duly awarded to them. 
Classes are now held at the Manchester Technical 
School; the Science and Art School, Darwen; the Munici- 
pal Technical School, Bury; at Apsley Mills, Hemel 
Hempstead; at Croxley Mills, Watford; at Buckland 
Mills, Dover, and at the Technical School, Maidstone. 
Inadistricts where class@s aré not already held, paper 
makers should seriously urge upon the members of their 
county council the great importance of technical educa- ‘ 


‘ 


tion to the national welfare. If mill owners will grant 
facilities for their employees to attend these classes, it is 
not likely that the county councils will refuse to make the 
necessary arrangements. It must not be forgotten that 
paper mills are mostly to be found in rural districts, and 
every effort should be made by county authorities to train 
skilled labor in order that the trade of the country may 
be maintained by the intrinsic excellence of its products, 
in spite of the ever increasing competition of 
nations. 

“Trade Meetings.—As the general trade meeting held 
in November, 1899, had resulted in an advance in the 
price of nearly every description of paper, it was sug- 
gested by numerous makers that other meetings should 
follow, with a view of confirming the action previously 
taken and to consider the advisability of making further 
advances. The Northern and Southern committees were 
requested to convene the meetings, which were held in 
July and October, the latter of which was the largest and 
most influentially attended meeting ever held in the his- 
tory of the trade. Firms to the number of 140 applied for 
tickets, including twenty Scotch paper making firms. At 
the meeting held in July, 1900, ninety-nine were present, 
and seventy-seven at the meeting held in November, 1899.” 

The report was adopted. 

The following nanted officers were elected: President, 
Sir John Evans, F. R. S., K. C. B.; vice-president, Mr. 
Edward Partington; honorary treasurer, Mr. T. A. 
Hodginson ; honorary auditors, Messrs. G. Chater and J. 
Marsden, and honorary secretary, Mr. R. H. Summers; 
General Council—Northern Division, Messrs. R. Barton, 
S. Chadwick, M. Duxbury, R. Duxbury, J. Hacking and 
R. P. Skelton. Southern Division, Messrs. Edward Allen, 
A. Cannon, Lewis Evans, E. H. Joynson, A.’E. Reed, 2. 
Thomas and G. Wilmot. 

The secretary stated that a communication had been 
received from the Amalgamated Society of Papermakers 
and the National Union of Paper Mill Workers, contain- 
ing a resolution advocating, in view of the depressed con- 
dition of the British paper trade and the increase in the 
imports of foreign paper, that it would be beneficial if the 
Government could be induced to extend the Merchandise 
Marks Act so as to include paper, the foreign article to 
bear the mark ““Made in ——”

(stating the name of coun- 
try). The present system of labeling the wrapper was 
not adequate, and the Papermakers’ Association were in- 
vited to extend their help to achieve the object the work- 
ers had in view. 

Several speakers considered that the matter presented 
many difficulties, and opinion was also divided as to 
whether any advantage would follow a wider application 
of the Merchandise Marks Act in relation to the paper 
trade. 

Mr. Dixon said that most of them, no doubt, had seen 
typewriting papers with the watermark 
United States.” 


“Made in the 
He thought paper makers in this coun- 
try had nothing to be afraid of; they were quite as good 
in their art and calling as foreign paper makers. If they 
wanted to alter the present disastrous state of business, 
he thought they must first look to the workingman. He 
suggested that an expression of opinion should be sent 
to the societies, thanking them for their action in the 
matter, and stating the willingness of the association to 
render assistance. 

Mr. Barton moved “That the thanks of the meeting be 
sent to the National Union of Paper Mill Workers for 
their letter of the 23d inst., and that the letter be referred 
to the Northern and Southern committees to see how the 
objects mentioned can be furthered.” 

After some discussion the motion was adopted. 

A resolution was adopted supporting the Government 
in levying an export tax on coal. BRITON. 





Educational League Visits Paper Mills. 


[FROM OUR REGULAR CORRESPONDENT.] 

Dayton, Ohio, May 13, 1901.—The immense paper mills 
at West Carrollton were visited last week by the Educa- 
tional League of the Y. M. C. A. and the Association 
Club. The members were met by R. W. Burns, an officer 
oi the George H. Friend Paper and Tablet Company, 
who escorted them through the large plant. That the 
class was well repaid is unquestioned. The mills were in 
complete operation during the greater part of the night 
and sights were seen by electric light by many who had 
never before entered a paper plant. Mr. Burns gave a4ull 
description of all the processes and machinery used’ in 
making paper. After the trip through the mills luncheon 
was served, and Mr. Burns and wife were presented with 
a box of beautiful flowers. Mr. Burns is an enthusiastic 
worker in Y. M. C. A. circles and frequently addresses the 
classes in Association Hall.. He believed by escorting 
earnest, persevering young men through the mill that the 
paper business of the future might be benefited, as a lively 
interested was manifested, and some of the visitors may 
take up the study of the chemistry of paper making. It 
was a liberal act deeply appreciated. M. V. 


FOREIGN NOTEs. 


A dividend of 6 per cent. is announced by the Actien- 
gesellschaft dir K. K. Privilegirten Pittner Papierfabrik 
in Vienna, Austria 

A fire recently occurred at the parchment factory of 
Messrs. Schleipen & Erkens, Ratingen, Germany. The 
warehouse and stock suffered severely. 

German paper establishments have paid dividends as 
follows: Actien Gesellschaft fur Maschinenpapier Zell- 
stoff Fabrication in Aschaffenburg, 12 per cent.; Teis- 
nacher Papierfabrik Aktien Gesellschaft, 11 per cent. 

Gesellschaft fur Holzstoff-bereitung, Basel, Switzer- 
land, paid 12 per cent. dividend this year, as against 8 
per cent. last year. It is rather important to note that 
this society has once more entered upon a period of pros- 
perity. 

In a recent repoft published by the Chamber of Com- 
merce of Frankfort-on-Main reference is made to the 
increased demand for paper last year. It is pointed out 
that wages were advanced 15 per cent., raw materials 
were 25 per cent. to 30 per cent. higher, and selling prices 
were increased from 10 to 20 per cent. 


The petition of the Association of Norwegian Paper 
Makers for an increase in the import duty on printing 
and writing papers from 3 to 8 ore per kilo. has not been 
granted. It was not considered desirable to raise the 
duties, as the whole consumption of the country did not 
exceed 14,000 tons, while the production amounted to 
60,000 tons, the greater part, of course, being exported. 


According to a British consular report, Austrian paper 
is being imported into British India in much larger quan- 
tities. Last year the value was 1,000,000 reis, being 25 
per cent. of the total value of the imports. A much larger 
trade is enjoyed by Great Britain, on account of some of 
the mills keeping stocks in the country. It is pointed 
out that news is in excellent demand, and that Austrian 
makers, with their many advantages in the way of cheap 
freights, ought to receive a large share of the trade. 


Inspecting the Waterloo Paper Mill. 

Warter.oo, Ia., May 13, 1901.—The paper mill here, owned 
by H. B. Allen, which has been idle now for a long time, 
was carefully looked over last week, with a view to secur- 
ing it, by L. H. Breyfogle, foreman of the Wayne Paper 
Company, Hartford City, Ind., and C. A. Wiley, a practical 
paper maker of the same place. The verdict was that the 
outfit was in better condition than they had anticipated, 
and it might be that arrangements for purchase or lease 
would be made satisfactory. The men have been looking 
at a Clinton establishment, but they, like all others, have 
been impressed with Waterloo and may decide to locate 
here. The matter will be settled in a few days, Both 
prospective buyers are young men.

Nebraska State Printing. 
[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE PAPER TRADE JOURNAL.] 

Lincotn, Neb., May 13, 1901.—The State Printing Board 
did not meet on Friday, because of the absence of Auditor 
Weston, who is at Hay Springs, his home, but bids for 
printing the session laws and the House and Senate jour- 
nals were opened by Secretary Williams and _ tabulated. 
Bids were received from Jacob North & Ca., Hunter- 
Woodruff Printing Company, Fremont Tribune, Omaha 
Printing Company, Reese Printing Company, and the State 
Journal Company. The State Journal Company will receive 
the contract for printing 5,000 copies of the session laws 
at $2.71 per page, and the Senate and House journals will 
be printed by the Hunter-Woodruff Company, the former 
for 95 cents per copy, and the latter for 85 cents per copy. 
Bids on the session laws ranged from $4.60 per page down 
to the amount for which the contract was let. For the 
Senate journal, the bids ranged up to $1.62, and for the 
House journals they were as high as $1.50. A thousand

BOOKS FOR PAPER MAKERS. 


THE DYEING OF PAPER 
PULP. By Julius Erfurt. 
Translated into English by 
Julius Hiibner............. $7.50 

This book was issued from the 
press last February. 

In Chapter I, the behavior of the pa- 
per fibres during the process of dye- 
ing and the theory of the mordant are 
treated, while Chapter IT. is devoted 
entirely to mordants. The influence’of 
the water used is discussed in Chapter 
IT., while in Chapter IV. art'ficial and 
natural mineral colers are the subjects 
written about. Chapter V. is exclu- 
sively on organic colors, it being in 
two divisions, the first being of colors 
of vegetable and animal origin and the 
second of artificial organic (coal tar) 
coloring matters. Chapter VI. treats 
of the practical application of the coal 
tar colors according to their properties 
and their behavior toward the different 
paper fibres. Chapter VIT. is the most 
extensive, and contains the leading 
feature of the book. It contains 157 
samples of paper dyed in the pulp, 
each of the samples being accompa 
nied bythe formula for stock and color 
Included in the samples are those of 
placard, wrapping, cartridge, blotting, 
wall and packing papers, while much 
space and attention are given to mot- 
tled papers made of various classes of 
stock.
